Focus groups were helpful for more personal interaction
with youth vs. a survey.

Data analysis of the focus groups captured common
trends /themes (e.g. lack of interaction with police and
hopelessness in change of behavior within police).

MYC would like to share the data results with City officials
with the support of the Youth Subcommittee.

MYC crafted recommendations based on their survey results.

Reach out to MYC to set up a meeting to have further insight on
recommendation developments.

The goal is to craft a recommendation based on the survey results
from the PCCEP Youth survey.

o Craft a mission statement and goals for the Youth
Subcommittee.
o  Craft the focus areas of the Youth Subcommittee that can
be passed on to the next Youth members.
